Neither opinion had much influence on 
our decision. We had come to E] Paso for 
the expressed purpose of climbing Sierra de 
Cristo Rey. We started out to find the moun- 
tain. 


Tue team of mountaineers consisted of 
the author and John E. Fitzgerald, OUR 
SUNDAY VISITOR entertainment editor. We 
were working our way across the south- 
western part of the United States to Holly- 
wood, visiting shrines and other places of 
Catholic historical interest. 

It was May and blistering hot. We had 
spent the seven previous days in the in- 
triguing state of Texas touching such spots 
as Dallas, Austin, San Antonio, Brownsville, 
Laredo and Langtry. We had seen modernity 
in Dallas, the center of government and edu- 
cation in Austin, the beauty of mission ar- 
chitecture in San Antonio, the -influence of 
the Mexican in Brownsville, the ever-pres- 
ence of the mighty Rio Grande in Laredo, 
and the epitome of everything Texan in the 
barroom courthouse of Judge Roy (“Law 
West of the Pecos”) Bean in Langtry. It 
was appropriate that we should leave this 
great state at El Paso. 

El] Paso, with its Sierra de Cristo Rey, 
was one of the focal points of our journey. 
We were keenly interested in the monument, 
probably because of our scanty previous 
knowledge. 

We knew that Sierra de Cristo Rey was

a 4,576-foot mountain southwest of El Paso 
surmounted with a 42-foot statue of Christ 
the King, executed by Urbici Soler, the 
famed sculptor of another world-renowned 
piece of mountain statuary, Christ of the 
Andes. Every year, on the last Sunday of 
October, the feast of Christ the King, a pil- 
grimage is made to the top of Sierra de 
Cristo Rey. Between 15,000 and 20,000 per- 
sons make the climb. This hot Wednesday in 
May the climbers would be two untried 
newspapermen out for a story. The motel 
manager’s words increased our expectancy. 


Because of the heat, we arose at 
5:30 am. “Finding” the mountain was no 
problem. We saw it as soon as we left the 
city limits. Reaching the base so we could 
start the climb was the problem. The moun- 
tain, with its brilliant white statue atop, 
was always in our sight as we drove around 
looking for a way to get to “the first pla- 
teau.” After soMe delays caused by wrong 
turns, we reached the canyon to the base of 
the mountain at 7:30 am. We grabbed our 
cameras and started up. 

As we entered the canyon, the outside 
world seemed shut out. We met no teenage 
marauders. We did meet a magnificent spir- 
itual experience. 

A short distance up the canyon we 
reached the First Station of the Cross. A 
simple wooden cross with a Roman numerial 
in the center, it is planted in the canyon wall 
about six feet above the trail. The Stations 
continue up the entire side of the mountain 
with the Fourteenth Station just short of 
the summit. — 

This is truly an edifying series of Sta- 
tions. The inornate crosses are ideal instru- 
ments for devout meditation on the true 
meaning of the Way of the Cross. Located 
in the rocky and rugged terrain of Sierra de 
Cristo Rey, the mind is not easily distracted 
by worldly hindrances. Around and up the 
side of the mountain you follow these simple 
crosses which give the mind a magnificent 
opportunity to picture the events they sym- 
bolize. You are lifted up, physically and 
spiritually, 

We had started the climb in business- 
like fashion. Our objective was to reach the 
top, and as quickly as possible. At first, it 
was easy going. Up the canyon and over the 
area at the base of the mountain, there were 
many times we had downhill stretches. 
Finally, we were on the side of the mountain. 

About a third of the way up, we met 
and passed a trio of Mexicans. Obviously 
more experienced than we, they were rest- 
ing near one of the Stations. We trudged on. 

Halfway up we passed a Mexican 
family, with two small children (neither 
was over five), descending. Our brave 5:30 
a.m. rising turned out to be not so heroic. 

At 9 a.m. we reached the summit.

The Greatest 
Possible Evil? 


Ws have frequently protested 
against “containment” of and “co-exis- 
tence” with Russia, the policy detailed and 
advanced by George Kennan, high-priest 
of the liberals, when he speaks of a dread- 
ful “finality” about conditions in Central 
and Eastern Europe—Poland, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Lithuania, etc.—advising us, in other 
words, to let them stew. 

Inevitably, a few letters from readers 
pose the question: “What do you want? 
war?”—as though war were the greatest 
of all possible evils, worse than slavery or 
dishonor, worse even than sin. 

We have always considered Com- 
munism worse than Nazism and it puzzles 
us to see the people who got exercised over 
Hitler’s seizure of Austria, Danzig, and 
Czechoslovakia, complacent now before the 
extension of Soviet terror. Mr. Kennan was 
never known to speak of a dreadful “final- 
ity” about Nazi conquests. There was no 
one advocating peaceful co-existence with 
Hitler or peaceful containment of his em- 
pire. What, in the liberal mind, is it that 
somehow sees a difference between Nazi 
and Communist tyranny? Why do they 
want the one to seem less evil than the 
other? 

Their attitude betrays a sort of fatal- 
ism presupposing that any disturbance in 
the Soviet Empire would be put down with 
atomic weapons. 

But, as William Henry Chamberlin 
points out in The New Leader, “the whole 
history of the anti-colonial movement since 
the war proves that superiority in weapons 
does not assure the crushing of liberation 
movements. Britain with good grace, the 
Netherlands and France with bad grace, 
have had to acquiesce in independence for 
India, Pakistan, Ceylon, Burma, Indonesia, 
Indo-China, Morocco and Tunisia. Nor has 
the atom bomb been of any use in the var- 
ious little wars of the postwar decade— 
against the Greek Communist rebels, 
against the Mau Mau, against Communist 
terrorists in Malaya, against Moslem guer- 
rillas in Algeria. 


“It is just as unlikely that Russia would 
drop & nuclear bomb on a rebellious Po- 
land or East Germany as that France would 
try to solve the Algerian crisis by such a 
desperate remedy. Apart from the horror 
that such an act would arouse in world 
opinion, the political results would be worse 
than futile. Friends and foes, pro-French 
as well as rebels in Algeria, pro-Com- 
munists as well as rebels in Germany or 
Poland, would be destroyed indiscriminate- 
ly. Large areas would be reduced to a 
desert. The boomerang effects of radiation 
could not be estimated with certainty ... 


“The attitude of the Western powers, 
especially the United States, may well be 
the decisive factor for the unleashing and 
success Of such movements [of internal 
revolt]. If defeatest apathy prevails, if 
liberation becomes a dirty word in Amer- 
we no help or moral encouragement is 
to expected, Communist tyranny may 
become consolidated, with disastrous con- 
sequences for the nations that have so far 
escaped engulfment ... 

“While reaffirming America’s deter- 
mination not to resort to aggressive war,

Responsibility should be stress- 
ed. Adolescents should never be left 
under the impression that what they 
do is done out of generosity or good 
will, and not done out of duty.

Work around the home should 
be evenly divided among the chil- 
dren. The adolescent has a keener, 
more native sense of fairness than 
the adult has.

How many 
scrapes start merely because. there are con- 
flicting ways of doing the same thing. An 
umpire or a supervisor is somehow needed. 
Planning recreation, foreseeing worthwhile 
things to do is certainly one wonderful way 
of being apostolic. 

We experimented this summer with a 
group of grade school children. They were 
ail of school age and really not too ad- 
vanced either. First of all, they liked get- 
ting together for an hour once a week. The 
meeting started with prayer led by one of 
the children. Then we read the Gospel of 
the following Sunday and tried to see what 
was in it for the kids. The Gospel of the 
Fourth Sunday after Pentecost was on be- 
ing fishers of men. How can the kids be- 
come fishers of men in their home and en- 
vironment? The discussion turned on 
doing it prudently. The Gospel of the Sixth 
Sunday was on the feeding of the four

Lasrtty, there is the grace of Con- 
firmation that needs to be inflamed to 
white heat. The grace is obviously to be 
applied in the actual apostolate. It would 
be tragic to keep this talent under a bushel 
during the years when the youngster is 
learning so many other aspects of life. 
Apostolic activity is just as vital in his life 
as learning to spell and to read and to talk 
intelligently. What is generally missed is 
the area where this apostolate can be exer- 
cised most fruitfully. 

The apostolate must not be thought of 
as Religion; it is a life of charity in all 
phases of their daily behavior that is the 
objective to be achieved. Youngsters can 
help one another to be truly Christian 
apostles within their own neighborhood. 
This is the burden of the Plan of Action as 
developed for use during the school year. 
All the phases of a youngster’s life are 
brought under the focus of the group who 
must think for the class and inspire them 
with a will to improve the school or the 
neighborhood, or the behavior on the street 
or in the buses. The plan helps the chil- 
dren to take life apart and set it together 
again in the light of the eternal pattern.

Know Your Martyrs 


Isaac Jogues 


Tue restless spirit of 
St. Isaac Jogues led him into 
martyrdom and. sainthood. 
He was born in Orleans, 
France in 1607. He joined 
the Jesuit order and was or- 
dained in 1636. At his own 
request, Father Jogues came 
to the New World with seven 
other Jesuits. They brought 
the Word of God,to the sav- 
age Indians of Canada and 
the northern part of the 
United States. 

The Mohawk Indians cap- 
tured him in 1642 and en- 
slaved him. He _ suffered 
many terrible tortures at the 
hands of these Indians whose 
souls he had travelled so far 
to convert and save. In 
spite of the cruel treatment 
he received from the In- 
dians, Father Jogues contin- 
ued to love them. He prayed 
that God would let him 
suffer so that one day the 
Indians would know and love 
Him. 

He was rescued the fol- 
lowing year by Dutch set- 
tlers. Four years later he re- 
turned as Ambassador to the 
Mohawk Indians. He formed 
@ peace treaty with them and 
then went on to Quebec. He 
planned to establish a per- 
manent mission there for the 
Indians. It was not too long 
before he was again cap- 
tured by a band of hostile 
Mohawk Indians. These In- 
dians murdered him near 
the present town of Auries- 
ville, New York.

The Filipmos 


On the opposite side of 
the earth from the United 
States, lies a group of islands 
known as the Republic of the 
Philippines. These islands 
are one of the youngest re- 
publics in the world. The 
Philippines prepared for in- 
dependence as a territory to 
the United States since 1898, 
During World War Il when 
the Japanese invaded the 
islands, almost all the cities 
and industries were badly 
damaged. After a counter- 
invasion by United States 
forces, the Japanese were 
driven out of the islands. It 
was after World War II in 
1946 that the national life of 
the Filipinos began. 

The Filipinos have shown 
the greatest progress of any 
nation in the Orient. They 
make up the largest group of 
Christian people in the East, 
Within a hundred years, they 


-~Kave changed from head- 


hunting and war-making 
tribes to civilized people, 
Most of thé people are Ma- 
lays. There are also many 
Chinese and several thous- 
ang Spaniards and the de- 
scendants of Spaniards. 

The Filipinos are above all 
a- farming people. Their 
principal food crop is rice, 
The islands are very impor- 
tant to world commerce, 
They rank fifth among coun- 
tries producing gold. Much 
of the sugar we use in the 
United States is made from 
sugar cane that ls grown in 
the Philippines. Other prin- 
cipal crops are coconuts, to- 
bacco, corn, hemp and coffee, 

The people of the Philip- 
pines are very proud of the 
fact that their homeland has 
an older university than any 
in the United States. This 
university is Santa Tomas, 


~ which was founded in 1611. 


The Filipinos have many 
schools. They train their own 
doctors, lawyers, dentists, 
engineers and musicians, 
These people are especiall 
fond of boxing and baseb 
Nine out of ten Filipinos 
‘are Christians.

HEROIC CHAPLAIN 


Tu name of Father Joseph _ T. 
O’Callahan, S.J., will live in the military 
and religious annals of the United States. 
For he is the priest who won the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor for his conduct 
when, in March, 1945, the Japanese hit the 
aircraft carrier Franklin. 


That attack, what went before it, and 
what came after, are described by him in a 
trim, terse, but vivid book, I was Chap- 
lain on the Franklin (Macmillan. $2.75). 


‘Father O’Callahan begins with his 
assignment to the Franklin on March 2, 
1945. He was no novice aboard a carrier, 
but by taking him with us as he tours his 
new ship, he familiarizes us, roughly at 
least, with the layout and work of a car- 
rier. 

The Franklin was to proceed, as part 
of Carrier Task Group Two, toward Japan, 
to hunt the ships which survived the battle 
of the Philippine Sea. On March 17 the 
last Mass before combat was celebrated, in 
the presence of all 1,200 Catholics out of 
the 3,200 men aboard. The following day 
the Franklin was less than 100 miles off the 
Japanese mainland. 

It was on the 19th, early in the morn- 
ing, that a Japanese plane dropped two 
bombs on the carrier, packed as it was with 
ammunition and gasoline. The havoc which 
followed was nightmarish. 

Father O’Callahan succeeds in convey- 
ing something of its horror—the explo- 
sions, the fires, the wreckage, the carnage. 
He conveys something of the heroism as 
well, that of officers and crew, white and 
Negro during the days and nights that saw 
the terrible trial continue, diminish, finally 
give way to the restoration of order and the 
ship’s sailing all the way home under her 
own power. 

His own role Father O’Callahan sug- 
gests rather than paints in full. He has 
some striking pages on the power of the 
Cross (as represented by the cross painted 
on his helmet) to give strength and confi- 
dence in the midst of wild confusion and 
mortal peril. 

This is a most interesting and stirring 
recreation of an unforgettable episode. 


VIBRANT SILENCE 


A COLLECTION of magnificent pho- 
tographs of the monastic life has just been 
published under the title Silence in Heaven 
(Studio-Crowell. $7.95). They were taken 
in European houses of the Benedictines and 
the Cistercians (Trappists), with some of 
Carthusians and of cloistered nuns. 

In the main, the pictures are allowed 
to speak for themselves. There is an illu- 
minating foreword by an unnamed editor, 
followed by an essay by Thomas Merton. 
The several sections are introduced by brief 
texts from the Scriptures or the writings of

Avila, and others. Here and there among 
the pictures are scattered even briefer 
texts which point the meaning of what is 
shown, and each group of pictures is 
accompanied by succinct explanatory notes. 

It is the pictures, so masterly, which 
count. They portray the monks at work and 
at prayer, absorbed in God. Silence steals 
upon one as he turns the pages and looks 
in upon the life of purposive, vibrant si- 
lence. Here is holiness in operation, one 
thinks: men and women engaged upon 
what alone counts, on what is the business 
of heaven itself. 

Some genuine understanding of a 
commonly misunderstood vocation is thus 
communicated. But, more than that, a 
realization of the need of silence, despite 
one’s different circumstances, is borne

(Continued from page 1) in front of the 
symbol of his kingship—the Cross. 

Here rings clear the words of Thomas 
a Kempis, from his great “Imitation of 
Christ”: “For the sake of Jesus, we have 
taken up the cross; for Jesus’ sake let us 
persevere in it. He will be our helper, 
who is our Captain and Forerunner. Be- 
hold our King marcheth before us, who 
will fight for us.” 

You sit down to rest your tired body, 
but your mind remains active. How did 
this all come about? 


Ox Saturday, October 28, 1933, the 
eve of the Feast of Christ the King, without 
any connection with the feast of the next 
day, the Rev. Lourdes F. Costa, pastor of 
San Jose del Rio Grande church, climbed 
Pico del Rodadero del Cerro de Muleros 
with a group of Boy Scouts and a handful 
of partshioners. The purpose of the ascent 
was to look for a suitable site to plant a 
provisional cross and later erect a monu- 
mental one as his parish’s contribution in 
commemorating the nineteen hundredth 
anniversary of the Redemption. 


This was the start of the Sierra de 
Cristo Rey project. Today, two vears short 
of the 25th anniversary, the work is still 
continuing. 

Monsignor Costa warmly praises the 
help of his parishioners in this project. In 
January, 1934, these parishioners started 
the first trail up the mountain. With picks, 
shovels, wedges, hammers and all kinds of 
primitive tools, they have since opened four 
trails, helped the diocese in construction of 
a scenic drive and right now are engaged 
in clearing another rocky road leading to a 
selected spot where a shrine to Our Lady 
of Fatima will be dedicated. 


They carry their materials on their 
shoulders, use packs of burros and help 
their pastor load and unload his “famous” 
jeep. Even the children are used to carry 
various items because their elders believe 
that they should do their part. 


Monsignor Costa has kept accurate 
records of their working hours. He esti- 
mates that since that day in January, 1934, 
until now, they have contributed over 
$46,000 in working hours, in addition to 
nearly $11,500 in real cash. 

The first official pilgrimage was held 
on Palm Sunday, March 25, 1934, over the 
recently completed trail, amidst a sleet and 


wind storm. The 1,500 pilgrims braved the 


elements and when they reached the sum- 
mit, the storm quit. However, the sky re- 
mained cloudy. 

The ceremony was begun to erect and 
bless a second cross. (The first or provis- 
ional cross was erected and blessed on 
Mardi Gras day 
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On April 9, 1937, the late Most Rey 
Anthony J. Schuler accepted the idea of the 
monument to Christ the King as a diocesan 
project. The followings October, upon the 
request of Bishop Schuler, Urbici Sole 
reached E] Paso from Mexico City and 
gan his work on the statue. 

Mr. Soler left for Austin. Texas iy 
April, 1938, to start the cutting and shaping 
of the blocks of limestone. Months later 
he shipped them, over 30 tons in weight. tp 
El Paso by freight train, almost to the foot 
of the mountain. 

The blocks were carried along th 
winding, narrow road on a trailer pulled by 
a caterpillar tractor to the back of the 
mountain. From there to the peak, they 
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were pulled up, ome by one, along a end : 
straight tramway. This tramway is still punct 
present on the summit and is used as steps 
by the pilgrims to reach the statue good
